“The grentest fact In the story of 
the human family,” Sir Hall Caine 
wrote, “Ia the silent and perhaps un- 
conscious growth of the Christ hope 
{n the heart of man.” , 

th this spirit he has gone through 
the Gospels, rejecting some of the 
records, reinterpreting others. But 

_ Let us not think we have dis- 

credited the Birth, that we have 

found it out, because we have 
discovered rome of Its errors and 
contradictions, 

By no means alt Sir Hall Caine's 
conclusions wlll inspire gencral con- 
sent. Some will be widely resented, 
such as his rejection. of the Virgin 
Birth and of the story of Christ de- 
bating. with his eldcrs in the Tem- 


ple. 

Sir Hall Caine's purpose, in his 
own words, was “not to separate 
Christ from humanity, but to unite 
him to it.” 

In this spirit he wrote a book 
whieh {1s unique and which cannot 
fnll to urouse controversy through- 
out the Christlan world.

Bull, the wealthy Canadian K.C. Her will, disposing of a fortune 
estimated at between £2,000,000 and £4,000,000, left to Mr, Bull 
£50,000 and a third of the residuary estate, 

Her son, Mr, William Sidley, who inherits the bulk of the 


estate, 


is contesting this will, alleging that his mother, after her 


sojourn in Mr, Bull’s home, wag not mentally capable of effecting 
proper disposition of her estate. :

Plans For 
Jews 

Berlin. 


Nazi Germany is considering 
the “recognition” of Jewry 13 & 
“world Power’—but a Power 
hostile to Germany—and taking 
this as a pretext for new laws 
of unparalleled severity against 
Jews in Germany. 

An outline of 
laws is as follows: 


1. Jews, of foreign nationality 
may ot any time be sent over the 
Reich frontier; 

2. Jews of foreign nationality 
who are not admitted into other 
countries, and Germon Jews who 
are unemployed, ond not supported 
by the Jewish community, can be 
interned and put to forced Inbour; 

3, No Jew may live in the same 
house, street_or quarter as Ger- 
mans, since Jews are “citizens of 
a Power hostile to the Reich’; 

4. The Relch may expropriate 
and administer all the: property of 
Jews living in Germany. Out of 
this wealth the Relch may compen~ 
sate itself for “damage ca’ to 
the Reich by Jewlsh propaganda 
and agitation in foreign countrics,” 
and for the cost of rearmament re- 
sulting from Jewlsh “war agitation

It Is expected that these laws will 
be drawn up for enforcement next 
spring, and Nazis are confident that 
they will meet with little opposition 
from. democratic Governments. 

The laws wiil not be applied strict- 
ly in all cases, but may be inter~ 
preted at will by tho secret police, 
who will take thelr cue from the 
behaviour of Jewry abroad towards 
the Reich. 

Thus, clashes could be avoided with 
Poland and Great Britain, with whom 
the Reich desires to be friendly.

“The sufferings which Hitler has 
caused ‘his officinls ‘to infitct on ;holf 
Q million ‘of his. subjects ore indcod 
terrible, but they are wholly negli- 
gible compared with the sufferings 
tho Japnncsc.;armed forces ore in- 
flicting on: the Chinese people who 
are not their subjects and with 
whom they are not nt war,” says 
the writer, who gives Qgures of 
casualties in China, in the past 18 
months as the best part of 1,000,000 
‘men killed and disabled while Gght- 
Ing, several tens of thousands of 
civilians dutchered, some — with 
bombs and some in cold blood, and 
30,000,000 destitute and homeless, of 
whom a. proportion have already 
died through starvation and pestil- 
ence. 


“The purpose -of this letter is to

COLONY 
REVENUE 
STILL UP 


Although the Colony's revenue for 
October exceeded the amount for the 
corresponding month last year by 
only $1,300, the revenue for ‘the first 
ten months of 1938. was $3,000,000 in 
excess of the revenuc for the same 
perlod last yenr, and nearly $400,000 
mor: than that estimated for the 
year. 

On the other hand, expenditure for 
Inst month was.nearly $400,000: in 
ndvance of that for 1937, while for 
the first ten months it was $2,300,000 
more than for the corresponding 
period Inst year, though still short of 
the year's estimated expenditure by 
four und a half millon dollars. 

The actual figures were os follows. 
Revenue for October $3,3909,635.05, as 
compared with $3,388,327.28 last year, 
and for the first ten months of 1938 
{t was $30,026,380.07 ns compared 
with | $27,605,004.03.. The estimated 
revenue for the year is $30,254,920. 

On the expenditure’ side, the ex- 
penditure for October amounted to 
$2,770,010.99 as comparcd with $2,- 
303,428.14 Inst. year; for the first ten 
months it was $28,618,206.79 as com- 
pared with $26,308,2604.71, while 
estimated expenditure for the year 
is $33,370,549, 

Among revenues, there was w de- 
ercass of nearly $200,000 in dutics, 
but against this an Sncrease of op- 
proximately the same on Ilcences and 
internal revenuc, 

The Post Office receipts were down 
by $114,000 and the Canton Kowloon 
Railway revenue shrank by $42,000.

They were married 
in 1917, after his: return from the 
Front, and a daughter was born. to 
them in 1918, just. before the couple 
felt for India. . 

Col, Gray had been in the Colony 
in 1914 wilh the then 74th Punjubls, 
Inter the 42nd, but left to serve at 
the Front. 

He was well-known In post-war 
cricketing clreles in.the Colony, snd 
was a member of the Army tcam. 

Col. and Mra, Gray have lived in 
India ever since, mostly in Nowshera. 

The news of his death was received 
by telegram by his father-in-law, 
Mr. George Lammert.

According to a report from Han- 
kow, the: new Japanese-controlled 
Government wos Snstalled there this 
morning. The ceremony took place 
in the building fornterly occupied by 
the Commercial ‘Bonk, which was 
decorated with Japanese flags, as well 
as with the five-barred fing of the 
old Chinese Republic, which 1s the 
emblem of all Chinese governments 
sponsored by the Japancec.

_ viner speeches were made by 
representatives of Chinese and Japan- 
ese civil authorities, In the presence 
of nbuut 150 people belonging to both 
nations. 

With the exception of press repre- 
xentatives, no forelgners were present. 

The ceremony terminated at noon 
with a banquet. 4
